2. This office action is in response to applicant's amendment filed on August 07, 2006. 

3. Claims 1-12, 14-25, 28-42, 44-47 and 52-59 are present for examination. 

4. Claims 13, 26-27, 43 and 48-51 have been canceled.

5. Claims 1-12, 14-25, 28-42, 44-47 and 52-59 are allowable over the art of record.
